Professor  J.  W.  Graham  attended  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America’s 
annual  meeting  in  New  York  at  the  end  of  December. 

F.  St.  G.  Spendlove  will  lecture  at  the  J.  B.  Speed  Art  Museum,  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  on  “English  Pottery  and  Porcelain,  17th-19th  Century”  on  February  22. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Oke  attended  the  American  Astronomical  Society  meeting  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee  in  December.  A paper  by  Professor  Donald  A.  MacRae  was  presented  at 
this  meeting. 

Professor  J.  F.  Heard  delivered  the  presidential  address  at  the  annual  meeting 
and  At  Home  of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada  on  January  15.  His 
subject  was  “The  Solar  Eclipse  of  June  30th,  1954,  in  Northern  Canada.”

Lectures  at  the  University  of  British  Columbia,  on  January  8 and  9. 

Professors  C.  D.  Rouillard  and  D.  M.  Hayne  attended  the  Modern  Language 
Association  of  America’s  annual  convention  in  Chicago.  Professor  Playne  was  elected 
chairman  of  French  VIII  (North  American  French  Language  and  Literature). 

Professor  Eugene  Joliat  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  second  term 
in  order  to  pursue  his  research  on  St-Evremond  in  Paris. 

Principal  F.  C.  A.  Jeanneret  will  give  a talk  on  “The  Outlook  of  French  Canada” 
to  the  Kent  Division  of  the  University  Alumni  in  Chatham  on  February  4. 

Mrs.  Frances  Norwood  was  invited  to  join  a panel  at  the  American  Philological 
Association’s  meeting  in  New  York  on  December  29.  The  topic  discussed  was  “Latin 
Historical  Epic”  and  Mrs.  Norwood’s  contribution  was  entitled  “Iridescence  in  the 
Aeneid.” 

Professor  L.  Woodbury  gave  a paper,  “Simonides  on  Arete”  at  the  American 
Philological  Association’s  meeting  in  New  York. 

Professor  Emilio  Goggio  attended  the  first  Canadian  Seminar  on  Inter-American 
Affairs  organized  by  the  Inter- American  Institute  of  the  University  of  Ottawa, 
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January  8-10,  and  read  a paper  on  Spanish  studies  in  the  University  of  Toronto  during 
the  last  100  years  with  special  reference  to  the  extensive  work  being  done  in  the 
field  of  Latin  American  culture. 

Professor  J.  H.  Parker  and  Kurt  Levy  attended  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
American  Association  of  Teachers  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  and  of  the  Modern 
Language  Association  of  America  in  Chicago,  December  27-30.  Professor  Parker  was 
chairman  of  the  Section  on  “Spanish  Literature  of  the  Renaissance  and  Golden  Age” 
at  the  Modern  Language  Association’s  sessions.  Mr.  Levy  presented  the  presidential 
report  of  the  Southern  Ontario  Chapter  of  the  AATSP  and  acted  as  secretary  at  the 
MLA’s  session  on  “Latin  American  Languages  and  Literatures.” 

Professor  H.  S.  M.  Coxeter  was  elected  first  vice-president  of  the  Mathematical 
Association  of  America  at  its  37th  annual  meeting  held  at  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
December  31. 

Professor  J.  W.  Wevers  has  been  appointed  an  Honorary  Lecturer  at  the 
American  School  of  Oriental  Research,  Jerusalem,  for  1954. 

Professor  F.  V.  Winnett  participated  in  a symposium  on  “Pentateuchal  Criticism” 
at  the  Society  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis  meeting  at  Evanston,  Illinois, 
December  28-30.  He  also  represented  the  University  at  the  Corporation  of  the 
American  Schools  of  Oriental  Research  meeting  at  Evanston. 

The  American  Oriental  Society  is  arranging  a symposium  for  its  annual  meeting 
in  April  on  “The  Concept  of  Authority  and  Law  in  the  Ancient  Orient,”  with  six 
speakers  representing  Egypt,  Canaan-Israel,  Anatolia,  Mesopotamia,  India  and  China. 
Professor  Emeritus  T.  J.  Meek  has  been  asked  to  act  as  chairman:  to  introduce  the 
subject,  direct  the  discussion,  and  summarize  the  results.  Professor  Meek’s  presidential 
address  to  the  Oriental  Club  of  Toronto  last  spring,  “The  Revised  Standard  Version 
of  the  Old  Testament:  An  Appraisal,”  has  been  published  in  the  winter  number  of 
Religion  in  Life. 

Professors  F.  H.  Anderson,  D.  Dryer,  E.  L.  Fackenheim  and  R.  F.  McRae 
attended  the  American  Philosophical  Association’s  meetings  in  December.  Professor 
Dryer  read  a paper  on  “The  Characteristics  of  Ethical  Thinking.”  Professors  Anderson 
and  Fackenheim  acted  as  commentators  on  papers  in  epistemology  and  the  philosophy 
of  religion  respectively. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Fackenheim  lectured  in  the  series  on  “The  Meaning  of  History”  to 
the  Institute  for  Religious  and  Social  Studies  in  New  York  on  January  26. 

Professor  G.  Luckyj  gave  an  address  entitled  “Introduction  into  the  Slav  World” 
oh  Jan.  19  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  Canadians’  Service  Association  of  Ontario. 

Professor  B.  E.  Shore  was  made  Honorary  President  of  the  Pushkin  Club  in 
Hamilton  for  the  year  1954. 

Dr.  Erich  Baer  has  been  awarded  the  Glycerine  Research  Award  for  1953.  The 
award,  consisting  of  an  Honour  Plaque  and  $1,000,  was  made  on  January  27  during 
the  Glycerine  Producers’  Association  annual  convention  in  New  York.  Dr.  Baer 
received  this  honour  for  the  synthesis  of  a group  of  glycerol  derivatives  present  in 
most  animal  and  plant  cells  which  are  extremely  difficult  to  isolate  from  natural 
sources  in  their  pure  state.  The  synthetic  compounds  are  identical  with  those  found 
in  nature  and  are  valuable  research  tools  to  the  biochemist  and  those  studying  certain 
immunological  and  enzyme  reactions.  Dr.  Baer  has  been  assisted  by  Morris  Kates, 
Margaret  Russell,  John  Maurukas,  Harvey  C.  Stancer  and  Frank  Martin. 

Professor  R.  C.  Hosie  was  a panel  member  in  a “Forest  Management”  discussion 
at  the  Southern  Ontario  Section,  Ganadian  Institute  of  Forestry’s  January  12th  meet- 
ing in  Toronto.

The 
Press  will  continue  to  publish  under  its  own  imprint  as  many  worthwhile  manuscripts 
as  its  growing  resources  will  permit;  at  the  same  time  it  will  extend  its  services  to 
Canadian  culture  by  facilitating  the  distribution  in  Canada  of  scholarly  works  pub- 
lished under  Chicago’s  imprint.  A general  announcement  regarding  this  expansion 
is  now  being  issued.
